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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application/Amendment/Claims 

Applicant's response filed November 8, 2004 has been considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from the previous office action mailed May 5, 2004 are hereby 
withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly applied or are reiterated 
and are the only rejections and/or objections presently applied to the instant application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: fascilitated appears to be 
misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

The instant claim amendment filed November 8, 2004 is not considered to be in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 1.121, because the status of all claims has not been listed. The 
application as originally filed listed claims 1-10. During prosecution, claims 2-10 were canceled, 
and should be listed on each new amendment as "canceled". The amendment filed November 8, 
2004 lists only claims 4-5 as canceled. See 37 CFR § 1.121. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith et al (Mol. 
Immunol 1995. Vol. 32, No. 17/18, pp 1339-1344). 

Claim 1 is drawn to a method of decreasing CD63 facilitated human immunodeficiency 
virus entry into macrophage cells susceptible to infection with a strain of HIV, the method 
comprising exposing the cells to an anti-CD63 antibody in an amount effective to bind the anti- 
CD63 antibody to CD63 present in the cells, whereby the CD63 facilitated human 
immunodeficiency virus entry into the cells is decreased. 

Smith teaches administration of an anti-CD63 antibody to cells of a rat basophilic cell 
line transfected to express the human CD63 polypeptide. While Smith et al is silent as to the 
effect that such antibody administration would have on the ability of HIV to enter cells, the 
method steps of Smith et al are considered to be identical to those of the instant claim, and as 
such, the effect of preventing HTV entry is considered to be an inherent feature of administration 
of an anti-CD63 antibody, particularly since the instant specification teaches that CD63 is 
utilized by HTV during entry. Accordingly, because Smith et al is considered to teach the instant 
method steps, Smith et al anticipates the instantly claimed invention.
